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Snowden’s options 
narrow as nations 
reject asylum 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Several 
countries rushed to reject asy¬ 
lum requests from fugitive 
US intelligence leaker Ed¬ 
ward Snowden on Tuesday 
after he sought safe haven in 
21 nations in a bid to win pro¬ 
tection from Amen can au¬ 
thorities. 

As Snowden's options ap¬ 
peared to narrow, Washington 
said it was hopeful that he 
would return home soon to 
face tnai. 

Most European countries 
either flatly rejected the re¬ 
quest or reacted coolly But 
the leftist leaders of 
Venezuela and Bolivia ro se to 
the 30-year-old's defence and 
said they would consider the 
application under the right 
conditions 

Snowden found particular 
support ui Nicolas Maduro of 
Venezuela -- a long-term 
thorn in the side of the United 
States 

"What he did was reveal a 
big truth so that we could 
avoid a war," Maduro said 
during a two-day visit to 
Moscow for an energy sum¬ 
mit 


"What is happening now 
should not be -- he never 
killed anyone or planted any 
bombs “ 

But Maduro refused to en¬ 
tertain speculation he might 
take Snowden on a plane 
with him from Moscow -- a 
possibility raised both by 
Russian media and political 
observers of the explosive 
case. 

Bolivian President Eva 
Morales also said his country 
was willing to consider giv¬ 
ing Snowden asylum. 

If there were a request, of 
course we would be willing 
to debate and consider the 
idea," Morales told Russia's 
state-run RT television in 
comments translated from 
Spanish. 

-- Rejection from Europe 
Poland immediately rejected 
Snowden's petitions while an 
Indian foreign ministry 
spokesman said there was 1 no 
reason to accede to the request" 

Germany and the Nether¬ 
lands also said no while 
Brazil said it was "not going 
to respond."

3# tonnes of drugs 
seized in Centram, 
Caribbean: Interpol 

LYON (AFP) - Police 
across Central America and 
the Caribbean have seized 
nearly 3D tonnes af drugs 
worth an estimated S 22 mil¬ 
lion dollars (630 million 
euros) in a coordinated op¬ 
eration, Interpol announced 
Tuesday 

Officers involved in the op¬ 
eration, which took place 
across 34 countries, also ar¬ 
rested 142 suspects, the 
statement added. 

The coordinated raids, coor¬ 
dinated by Interpol from its 
San Salvador office, took 
place between May 27 and 
June 14, the agency said 
The haul from Operation 
Lionfish included 24 tonnes 
of cocaine, 5.7 tonnes of 
hashish and four kilos of 
heroin. Police also confis¬ 
cated 15 boats and 42 
firearms. 

As well as Caribbean and 
Central American countries, 
Britain, Canada, the Nether¬ 
lands, Spain and the United 
States also took part in Op¬

First stent colorectal 
■formed at Aruba's

Three weeks ago the first 
stent colorectal was per¬ 
formed successfully in Arub a 
by a team of Gastroenterolo¬ 
gists of Dr Horacia Oduber 
Hospital. Dr Edgar Caceres 
and Dr Jreige are the Gas¬ 
troenterologists working to¬ 
gether with the Oncology 
Department in the care of 
colon cancer patients here 
One of the complaints that 
colon cancer patients often 
have is the obstruction of their 
intestines caused by the 
growth of a tumor Tbs ob¬ 
struction makes it impossible 
far the patient to have bowel 
movements. Tins debilitates 
the patient and makes 
chemotherapy treatment or 
surgery imp a sss bl e. Impl ant- 
in g a colorectal stent in the in¬ 
testines is one of the least 
invasive procedures, more ef¬ 
ficient and comfortable, giving 
the patient the needed relief 
Implanting a stent does 
not require surgery and is a 
40 minute to one hour proce¬ 
dure. It is fast and safe ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Jreige The 
patient does not feel the pres¬ 
ence of the stent in his gut, 
but it certainly feels the effect 
of it Recovery is immediate 
and in most cases the patient 
is not required to be interned 
after the implantation. The 
patient is sent home with in¬ 
structions from the specialist 
as to how to care for himself. 

A colorectal stent is a very 
small tube made of special 
surgical metal. It is inserted at 
the site that is obstructed in 
the patient's intestines by 
means of a colonoscopy ad¬ 
ministered at the Endoscopic 


Dep artment. It can also b e in¬ 
serted by means of en¬ 
doscopy. 

The stent is designed to be 
completely closed upon in¬ 
sertion and later expands in 
the intestines to open the gut 
so the patient can again have 
normal bowel movements 
Tms procedure is not to cure 
the patient of cancer, but it 
does make it possible for the 
patient to eat, have bowel 
movements, become stronger 
and have a better quality of 
life. The stent can he re¬ 
moved whenever no longer 
necessary 

Dr Jreige indicated that in 
the past this procedure re¬ 
quired surgery to make a by¬ 
pass or other process. Tins 
made recovery long far the 
patient to get relief The in¬ 
sertion of a stent is much bet¬ 
ter for tli e patient.

It was on July 1, 1963 that the 
Governor of Curacao, J C. 
Krol, posted the Declaration 
of the Abolition of Slavery by 
order of the King of the 
Netherlands, for Suriname 
and all Dutch Caribbean 
colonies Tins took place 
many years after Britain abol¬ 
ished slavery m their 
Caribbean colonies in 1834, 
and one year prior to the U S. 
and the end of the Civil War. 
The Abolition of slavery in 
the Netherlands and its 
colonies was never quite the 
cause celeb re it had been in 
the Bntish Parliament, pa- 
sionately argued by those 
who abhorred the practice. 
Compared to the Caribbean 
colonies of Britain, the Dutch 
isl ands had a very small slave 


population, but Dutch ships, 
the largest merchant fleet for 
decades, was second only tD 
England m the transport of 
slaves for some years 

This jubilant day of free¬ 
dom for "affranchised" indi¬ 
viduals m Holland and its 
colonies was celebrated at 
Aruba's National Library on 
Monday evening, with an in¬ 


fo nn ative p ro gram. A di spi ay 
of slave artifacts, ait and in¬ 
formation will continue in the 
lobby through the summer. 

The program op ened with 
Grupo di Tambu Soda y 
Cuera performing Tambu" 
the music of the slaves, per¬ 
formed on the traditional 
drums and win Slaves used 
homemade drums, the metal 
blades of plows, and what¬ 
ever else they could impro¬ 
vise, as standard musical 
instruments were forbidden. 

The program continued 
with a poem by noted island 
author Munye Oduber-Win- 
ldaar, recited by Gwendy 
S neek Histo ri an Ro s a 
Arends presented her book, 
in Fapiamenta, which is a 
study of official documents 
of the era, titled Registra¬ 
tion of Slaves: Liberation, 
Births and Deaths.'" These 


findings detail the 
numbers of slaves of 
the Aruban population 
and their fate, from 
1340 to 1863. 

Lingual Scholar 
Ram on To dd Dan dare 
explained the African 
and slave roots of Pa- 
piamenta, now cele¬ 
brating ten years as 
Aiub a's o ffi ci ai 1 an- 
guage along with 
Dutch He explained 
haw it developed from 
the languages of the 
Western African Coast, and 
is almost identical to the 
contemporary language of 
the Cape Verde Islands It 
has developed some particu¬ 
lar idiosyncrasies, which is 
to be expected by regional 
influence, but most defi¬ 
nitely came to the region 
with the slaves. The triangle 
of slavery and trade begin¬ 
ning m Africa, moving to the 
New World with the impor¬ 
tation of slaves, then back to 
Europe with the transp ort of 
goods such as coffee, sugar, 
tobacco and rum, brought 
the cultural influence of the 
Caribbean to Europe, while 
introducing the languages 
developing in the region 

Interestingly enough, he 
pointed out that rather than 
the local masters obliterating 
the slaves' language, as 


would be expected, they 
began to adopt it and inte¬ 
grate it into the culture. Doc¬ 
uments recovered from the 
mid ISDG's show Dutch set¬ 
tlers using the language 
more and more, even in let¬ 
ters back home to Holland, 
until came to predominate 

The Association of 
Choral Arts Nova performed 
a song of the era that ex¬ 
pressed the hope and yearn¬ 
ing far freedom of the 
slaves. Author and scholar 
Gregory Richardson dis¬ 
cussed "Slavery and Identi¬ 
fication on Arab a: The Case 
of San Nicolas, and actress 
Em en t a Em er em c a p er- 
formed "Life. It is in my 
DNASd Live." 

The program ended with 
Hi stori an Dr Luc Ad a fs 
speaking of the treatment of 
child slaves.

It was his study of slavery 
on Aruba which first refuted 
the general belief for many 
years that the island has es¬ 
caped this cruel practice. 
Many official documents of 
the early 1 SCO's revealed that 
at least 10% of the papulation 
were slaves. "Since it was 
cited that most were house¬ 
hold, rather than field slaves, 
it was also believed that 
Aruban slave owners prac¬ 
ticed "humane" ownership," 
he observed, "but several 
court documents and ac¬ 
counts tell of mistreatment" 

In the case of children, 
laws passed in 1B57 forbade 
forcing youngster under 14 to 
labor as a slave, they also re¬ 
quired they be educated and 
not be sold away from their 
m oth ers. " We know that these 
laws were not always obeyed 
or enforced," pointed out Dr 
Alofs The laws also only 
came into effect during the 
last seven years before slav¬ 
ery was completely abol¬ 
ished," 

Most Caribbean islands 
can p omt to the c a until es that 
colonized them and the 
slaves that populated them 


for their existing official lan¬ 
guages and cultural influ¬ 
ences. Aruba, though it had 
only a small slave population, 
can credit its unique lan¬ 
guage, originating in Cura¬ 
cao, to this In stone and 
fore e d migrati on from Afr. ca. 
Long established families for 
more than four generations 
can trace back to slavery hav¬ 
ing imp acted their the lives a f 
their ancestors in same way, 
and all celebrate the abolition 
o f thi s abba rrent practi c e.

And a spokesman for Russ¬ 
ian President Vladimir Putin 
said Snowden himself had 
decided to scrap his petition 
with Moscow -- where he has 
been stranded in an airport 
transit zone since June 23 — 
after the Kremlin chief said 
he wanted him to stop releas¬ 
ing damaging allegations 
about the United States. 

Th e Wiki L e aks anti -se¬ 
crecy website — its associate 
5 ar ah H am s on tr av ell in g 
with the former National Se¬ 
curity Agency contractor -- 
said he had sent out applica¬ 
tions to 13 European coun¬ 
tries as well as six Latin 
American nations along with 
China and India. 

Austria, Finland, Iceland 
and Norway con finned they 
had each received the request 
but the petition was invalid 
because it was not filed from 
inside their respective coun¬ 
tries. Ireland and Spain is¬ 
sued similar statements 

France and Switzerland 
s aid they ha d no t yet rec eive d 
an application while Italy 
said it was "contemplating'" 
the request 

Twelve countries have still 
not said whether they have 
processed Snowden's appli¬ 
cation or if the ones they had 
received were valid even 
though they were made out¬ 
side their respective states. 

Snowden accused Wash¬ 
ington of pressuring foreign 
leaders to refuse him refuge 
after the US authorities 
charged him with espionage 
for his intelligence leaks.

Egypt’s Morsi 
calls on army 
to withdraw its 
ultimatum 

CAIRO (AFP) - Egyptian 
Ft ess. d ent M a h am ea M o rsi 
insisted on his "constitu¬ 
tional legitimacy" Dn Tues¬ 
day and called on the army 
to withdraw its threat to in¬ 
tervene unless he resolves 
lus differences with his op¬ 
ponents. 

"President Morsi insists 
on (his) constitutional legit¬ 
imacy and rejects any at¬ 
tempt to overstep it," said a 
message posted on his offi¬ 
cial Twitter account 

'(He) calls on the armed 
forces to withdraw their 
warning and rej ects any di c- 
tates, domestic or foreign." 

Morsi's statement cams 
after millions took to the 
streets demanding lus resig¬ 
nation, prompting the army 
to give "him 4S hours to re¬ 
spond to the demands of the 
people or face an imposed 
solution. 

Tire army gave all politi¬ 
cal forces until Wednesday 
to find a way out of the cur¬ 
rent crisis before it imposed 
its own roadmap 

On Tuesday, at least 
seven people died in clashes 
in Cairo between M or si's 
supporters and opponents. 

US President Barack

Obama's long-awaited re¬ 
turn to sub-Saharan Africa 
was seen as recognition of 
the region's rising signifi¬ 
cance on the world stage, and 
a challenge to Beijing's grow¬ 
ing economic clout on the 
continent.

While the US leader's 
soaring rhetoric and calls for 
African leaders to serve their 
people drew rapturous ap¬ 
plause, observers noted his 
speeches were light on actual 
promises. 

In the end his visit was 
"no cure-ail,“ noted South 
African daily The New Age. 

Obama announced he 
would host a landmark sum¬ 
mit of leaders from across 
sub-Saharan Africa next year. 

But a $7 billion offer to 
boost energy production in 
the region was just a fraction 
of Chinese investment of 
around $20 billion in infra¬ 
structure an the continent 

'The $7 billion is effec¬ 


tively what Soutli Africa is 
spending on one power sta¬ 
tion," Matshiqi said. 

Obama vowed not to dale 
out cash gifts as he touted 
US-style investment and 
partnership as superior to 
Beijing's Africa push, argu¬ 
ing US companies do more ta 
build local economic capac¬ 
ity.

BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
police chief who sentenced the 
mother of a rape and kidnap 
victim ta hard labour apolo¬ 
gised to iier during a court hear¬ 
ing on Tuesday over 
compensation, she said 
Tang Hui's condemnation to 
IS months in a "re-education 
through labour" camp for de¬ 
manding her daughter's attack¬ 
ers be punished sparked 
widespread public outrage in 
August 1 ast y e ar, prompting her 
rel eas e j u rt a we ek 1 ater and un¬ 
leashing criticism of the system 
She said that Jiang Jiatmang 
told die court he "had not taken 
into account humanitarian care 
and sent me to labour camp, 
winch was not appropnate . so 
he gave an apology" 

But she went on: "Whether 
or not he says such things, rt 
makes no difference." 

The official also saidm court 
that “inappropriate doesn't 
mean illegal", she added 
The Eeijmg Times also re¬ 
ported tire appearance by Jiang, 
who on top of his police post is 
deputy mayor of Tang's home 
town of Yongzhou, saying he 
"apologised for not acting with 
enough humanity or care". 

Earlier this year Tang lost a 
lawsuit seeking compensation 
of 1,463.85 yuan ($233.70) for 
the time she served, but she 
later hied an appeal 

It was heard Tuesday at die 
Hunan provincial high court in 
central China, ending without a 
decs sion after nearly four hours 
More than 200 people in¬ 
cluding 50 journalists attended 
the session, the court said in a 
senes ofWeibo posts accompa¬ 
nied by photos in and around 
the courtroom. 

In 2006 Tang's daughter, who 
was II at die time, was kid¬ 
napped, raped and forced into 
prostitution, prompting Tang to 


seek justice for the abductors 
and tlie police whom she says 
protected diem. 

She took dramatic steps in¬ 
cluding kneeling for hours out¬ 
side die Hunan high court and 
travelling ta Beijing to hie pe¬ 
titions with higher authorities, 
an age-old practice in China 
that irritates local-level offi¬ 
cials. 

Seven men were finally con¬ 
victed m June 2012, with two 
condemned to death, four given 
life sentences and one jailed for 
15 years. 

But Tang continued to agitate 
for the policemen to face trial 
Two months later she received 
her labour sentence after being 
accused of "seriously disturbing

Honduras attorney 
general resigns over 
violence 
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Fried fish dish crowned most unhealthy 
meal in America 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
batter-laden fried fish dish 
packs two weeks worth of 
harmful tram; fat m a single 
serving and was named worst 
restaurant meal in America 
Tuesday by a US consumer ad¬ 
vocacy group 

The Big Catch meal, sold at 
the fast food chain Long John 
Silver's, contains 33 grams of 
trans fat and 3,7DO milligrams 
of sodium, said the Center for 
Science in the Public Interest. 

People should limit them¬ 
selves to two grams oftrans fat 
daily, according to the Ameri¬ 
can Heart Associatioa and 
most people should eat 1,500 
milligrams of sodium per day, 
the Institute of Medicine says 


"This company is taking 
perfectly healthy fish — and 
entombing it m a thick crust 
o f battei' and partially hydro¬ 
genated oil The result? A 
he ait attack on a hook " 

The fish is battered and 
fined in partially hydro¬ 
genated soybean oil, and said 
with onion rings and hush 
puppies, which are fried balls 
made of leftover batter drip¬ 
pings, corameal and onion 
Its total calorie count is 
low for a fast food meal -- just 
1,330, CSPI said. 

But its artery-clogging trans 
fat is twice the level of the 
worst KFC dish, which had 15 
grams Df trans fat before a 
3006 CSPI lawsuit led the 



Six-year-old Cambodian 
girl dies from bird flu 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - A 
six-year-old Cambodian girl 
has died from bird fiu, bring¬ 
ing the country's tall from the 
deadly virus to nine sd far this 
year, the World Health Organ¬ 
isation said Tuesday. 

The girl, from die southern 
province of Karnpot, died in a 
children's hospital in the capi¬ 
tal Phnom Penh on June 23, 
die WHO said in a joint state¬ 
ment with the Cambodian 
health ministry. 

Her death makes it. the dead¬ 
liest outbreak in tire kingdom, 
topping the ei ght killed by the 
illness in 3011 

Tests confirmed the victim 
had contracted the H5N1 
strain of avian influenza, it 
said. 

“There have been recent 
poultry deaths m the village 


and the girl was likely to he 
exposed to sick and dead poul¬ 
try before she became sick,' 
the statement said 

Cambodia has recorded 34 
human cases of H5NI since 
2 DO 3, with all but six of them 
proving fatal. 

Authorities have been 
scrambling to control the out¬ 
break, although scientists have 
been baffled by the sharp rise 
in deaths this year 
Tire virus has killed some 
376 people worldwide since a 
major outbreak in 2003, ac¬ 
cording to WHO statistics 
it typically spreads from 
birds ed humans through direct 
contact. But experts fear it 
could mutate into a form easily 
transmissible between hu¬ 
mans, with the potential to 
trigger a pandemic 


chicken chain to stop using 
partially hydrogenated oil 

"Trans fat from partially hy¬ 
drogenated ail is a uniquely 
damaging substance that raises 
your bad cholesterol, lowers 
your good cholesterol, and 
harms the cells that line your 
blood vessels," said Walter 
Willett, nutrition department 
chair at the Harvard School of 
Public Healtli 

Lang John Silver's intro¬ 
duced the "Big Catch" in May, 
describing it as "the largest fish 
we have ever offered, weigh¬ 
ing m at 7-3 ounces of 1 DO per¬ 
cent premium Haddock caught 
in the icy waters of the North 
Atlantic" 

But that claim did not stand 
up to die scrutiny of CSPI in¬ 
spectors, who picked apart the 
breading from the fish and said 
they found "an average of 
about four and a half ounces a f 
actual fish and almost three 
ounces of oil-so aked batter" 

Long John Silver's, which 
calls itself tlie "largest quick 
service seafood restaurant in 
the world," responded to an 
AFP request for comment by 
describing the dish as "a lim¬ 
ited tune only special that de¬ 
livers tremendous value to 
value-hungry consumers" 

"The Big Catch can be 


paired with a variety of side 
items including corn, green 
beans, rice, cole slaw, fries, 
o m on ring s and hush pup pi es," 
it said. 

"We stand behind dui pub¬ 
lished food data and will re¬ 
view any requests from CSPI 
that raise questions about our 
data." 

CSPI said it plans tD sue the 
sham if it continues to use par¬ 
tially hydrogenated oil in its 
deep-fryers and if it continues 
to misrepresent the amount of 
fish in the meal and the nutri¬ 
tion information for the side 
items. 

Tire group's researchers 
found that the meal’s oiiidii 
rings were advertised to con¬ 
tain seven grams oftrans fat 
but actually contained 19 5 
grams.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
women are dying from over¬ 
do s es o f pre scripti on p amkill ers 
at an alarming rate, with five 
times more deaths in 2D 10 than 
1999, the US Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
said. 

A to tal a f 6 ,6 31 warn en di ed 
from taking pills like Vico dm 
and Dxycontin in 201D, four 
times as many as died from 
heroin and cocaine combined, 
said die CDC Vital Signs report 

In 1999, 1,287 women died 
from prescription painkillers. 
Overdoses of these drugs killed 
aim o st 4 8,0 00 wo men b etwe en 
1999 and201D. 

While more men actually 
di e each y ear fr om pre scrip ti on 
p ainkii 1 er overdo s es than 
women the rate of increase is 
much higher among women 
(40D percent rise) than men 
(265 percent rise fr om 1999 to 
201D) 

As of 2007, drug overdoses 
kill ed m Dr e women tli an car 
■crashes, the CDC report found. 

The highest risk of dying 
from prescription narcotics or 
opiods was seen in women age 
45-54 

Worn en may b e at p arti cul ar 
risk when it comes to prescrip¬ 
tion painkillers because they are 
more likely to suffer chrome 
pain than men, and they may 
become dependent on them 
more quickly than men, die 
CDC said 

The CDC said tli at deaths 
and hospitalizations have in¬ 
creased in direct proportion to 
the boost in supply. 

In 2011, the CDC reported 
that opioid pain relievers, in¬ 
cluding oxycodone, methadone 
and hydro cd done, have quadru¬ 
pled in sales to pharmacies, 
hospitals and doctors' offices 
since 1999

New York cracks down 
on teen drivers who text 



NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
New York has introduced stiff 
new penal ties for teenagers 
who send text messages while 
driving, saying the measures 
are necessary to tackle a 
"deadly" problem 

Under a law signed by Gov¬ 
ernor Andrew Cuomo, drivers 
under the age of IS will have 
then licenses suspended for a 
first offense of sending SMS 
messages while driving. 

The £50-day driving suspen¬ 
sion will also apply to 
teenagers caught using mobile 
phones while behind the 
wheel. 

" Stall sti c aft er s kata sti c 
shows that texting-while-dri¬ 
ving is a chrome problem in 
our s o ci ety, p ar ti eul arly 
among teenagers, and it will 
only get w r orse if we do not 
take action to prevent this 


deadly behavior," Cuomo said 
in a statement 

A second offense would be 
punishable by a six-month 
driving ban under the new 
law, which also applies to 
newly licensed drivers. It is 
legal to drive in New York 
from the age of Id. 

More experienced drivers 
will be sanctioned by a system 
of penalty points 

A recent study by the jour¬ 
nal Pediatrics found that 45 
percent of school-age drivers 
admitted sometimes sending 
SMS messages while driving. 

In tire United States, 69 per¬ 
cent of drivers between the 
age of IS and £54 have ac¬ 
knowledged speaking on the 
telephone while driving, with 
31 percent admitting to read¬ 
ing emails or text messages 
while on die road.

- Tired of 
checking your smartphone 
every few minutes for new 
emails, likes or retweets? 

Do you spend more time 
looking at your device 
tlian chatting to your date? 

Are you close to a digital 
burn-out? 

Fear not., an increasing 
number of options are 
available for those seeking 
to detox from technology, 
from wallpaper that blocks 
wi-fi to Internet-free holi¬ 
days and software that 
forces you off addictive 
sites. 

"People connect all the 
time, everywhere, in every po¬ 
sition -- lying down on their 
bed, at the restaurant, in the 
waiting room," says Remy 
Oudghin, a director at French 
polling firm Ipsos and author 
o f a b o ok on th e subj e ct. 

More and more people own 
devices that allow this 

"Tliis sudden surge in con¬ 
nection possibilities, after the 
initial period of enthusiasm, 
prompts every user to reflect 
on how to continue to enjoy 
life while taking advantage of 
their connection. Howto avoid 
becoming dependent," 

Oudghin said. 

French researchers have 
come up with one solution, 
creating a special type ofwall- 
paper that blocks wifi, which 
materials company Alii strom is 
busy developing further with 
the aim of putting it on the 
market next year 

Spokesman Rohm Guillaud 
says there has already been 
significant interest m the in¬ 
vention Schools in parti eul ar 
have made enquiries, keen to 
prevent students from spend¬ 
ing too much time hooked to 
their smartphones 

According to an Ipsos sur¬ 
vey, nearly a third of French 
people now feel the need to 
disconnect, with similar'trends 
recorded in other countries. 



Separate research from the 
same firm found that in 200 (S, 
54 percent of die French pop¬ 
ulation felt people spent less 
time together due to the advent 
of new technologies, a figure 
that leapt to 71 percent last 
year 

Companies have latched 
onto tins lassitude, particuiariy 
m the tourism industry where 
some hotels and resorts offer 
digital detox packages. 

Hie upmarket Westm hotel 
in Dublin, for instance, gives 
guests the option to surrender 
their smartphones and tablets 
on check-m and provides them 
with a detox pack that includes 
a tree planting kit and aboard 
game. 

Other firms are offering 
more in-depth packages to re¬ 
ally get away from it all The 
US-based Digital Detox or¬ 
ganises tech-free retreats to re¬ 
mote places in the United 
States or escape destinations 
such as Cambodia 

"Some of it is marketing", 
said Thierry Crouzet, a blog¬ 
ger who went cold turkey and 
disconnected for six months. 

"There are loads of places 
that are tranquil No need to 
hook atour operator that takes 
you to tlie North Pole." 

Hie 4 9 -year-old wrote a 
book about his experience 


called "I unplugged", after 
suffering from a digital burn- 
out that saw him so craving 
technology that he would 
sometimes check his email, 
blogs and Twitter at night 
"I see a lot of blogger 
friends who are easing off. 
Nearly everyone gradually 
takes breaks. We're realising 
that at the end of the day, it 
(technology) doesn't nourish 
us," he said. 

But Crouzet admits that as 
a blogger whD was going to 
write a book about Iris expe¬ 
rience, it was easier for him 
to disconnect than tt is for 
thousands of people who rely 
on email for work. 

As a result, some companies 
are implementing measures to 
tiy and relieve employees from 
being contact able 24/7. 

German car maker Volkswa¬ 
gen, for instance, m 2011 de¬ 
cided to stop sending emails to 
thousands of employees' 
Blackberrys between (5 15 pm 
and 7:DO am. 

And for those who just, can¬ 
not resist Facebook,Twitter - or 
Googie+, the website anti-so¬ 
cial, cc offers software that dis¬ 
ables a list of distracting sites 
provided by the customer for a 
specified time period. 

When all else fails, Internet 
rehabs are starting to spring 
up, such as re START, which 
bills itself as the first retreat 
centre programme in the 
United States. 

According to its website, 
most of those they treat are be¬ 
tween 13 and 23, and have 
checked in because they have 
had difficulty finishing college 
due to their Internet use, or es¬ 
tablishing and maintaining o ff- 
lme relationships. 

The programme aims to 
t each p arti cip ait s ah out 
healthy eating, getting good 
sleep and how to address diffi¬ 
cult emotions head-on rather 
than escape online.

Brent oil futures rose $1 to 
$104 00 a barrel for August 
delivery. 

Markets are cautiously 
watching Egypt amid the pop¬ 
ular mobilization against. Pres¬ 
ident Mohammed Morsi after 
he snubbed an ultimatum from 
the army to agree to the "peo¬ 
ple's demands- or face an im¬ 
posed solution. 

The crisis has revived con¬ 
cerns about key oil choke- 
points that could be disrupted, 
said Andy Lebow, senior vice 
president of energy derivatives 
at Jefferies Bache. These in¬ 
clude the Suez Canal and the 
Surned Pipeline, which runs 
through Egypt and has the ca¬

Former Tiffany exec charged 
in jewelry theft 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US prosecutors on Tuesday 
charged a former Tiffany exec¬ 
utive with stealing more than a 
million doll si's worth of hoop 
eatings, platinum pendants and 
other items 

Ingrid Lederhaas-Obun, who 
worked as a vice president of 
the high-end jeweler through 
February 2013, allegedly stole 
more than 165 pieces of jewelry. 

She later sold items to an¬ 
other 1 eadiu g int ernati onai j e w- 
eler for $ 1.3 million, according 
to a complaint fried by the US 
Attorneys Office for tire South¬ 
ern District of New York and 
the FBI. 

The complaint does not iden¬ 
tify Lederhaas-Okun's former 
employer, but refers to her role 
as vice president of pro duct de- 
velopment at. “a high-end jew- 


elry company." 

Lederhaas-Dkun‘s Linked In 
profile lists her as a Tiffany vice 
president through March 2013. 

According to the charges, she 
removed the items and then, 
working with her husband and 
an acquaintance, Edlegedly said 
many or all o f them to the ather 
jeweler. 

Among the items were dia¬ 
mond bracelets, platinum or 
gold diamond drop and hoop 
earmgs and diamond bracelets 

Lederhaas-Gkun was let go 
by Tiffany m February 2 Q13 as 
part of a company downsizing. 

After her termination, she told 
Tiffany that til e mi ssing } ewelry 
could be found m a w r lnte enve¬ 
lope m her office. But a subse¬ 
quent search of the office did 
not yield any white envelope, 
according to prosecutors

Spy row unlikely to delay EU- 
US trade talks: Commission 


STRASBOURG (AFP) - The 
European Commission said on 
Tuesday that allegations the 
US spied on its allies were un¬ 
likely to delay next week's 
scheduled start of negotiations 
on a mega transatlantic trade 
deal 

Speaking after closed-door 
talks, commission spokes¬ 
woman Pi a Ahrenkilde Hansen 
said the European Union exec¬ 
utive "considered ... tire begin¬ 
ning of EU/US trade 
negotiations should not be af¬ 
fected." 

Nevertheless, tire EU side 
; will malee it clear that for such 
a comprehensive and ambi¬ 
tious negotiation to succeed, 
there needs to be confidence, 


transparency and clarity among 
the negotiating partners," the 
Commission added. 

Trade Commissioner Karel 
De Gucht will head the EU del¬ 
egation m talks next week m 
Washington over what would 
be the biggest ever free trade 
deal 

But Europe-wide anger over 
the alleged US bugging of EU 
offices is threatening talks on 
the trade pact despite US ef¬ 
forts to talk down die row. 

In France, President Fran¬ 
cois Hcliande said on Monday 
tliat "there can be no negotia¬ 
tions or transactions in all areas 
until we have obtained friese 
guarantees, for France but also 
for all o f the Europ earn Uman." 


Saudi extends grace period 
for illegal workers 


RIYADH (AFP) - Saudi Arahia 
an Tuesday extended by four 
more months an amnesty en¬ 
abling illegal foreign workers to 
regularise their status or return 
home without prosecution. 

King Abdullah has ordered 
“extending the time limit" of 
the amnesty due to expire on 
Wednesday until November, 
the interior ministry said tn a 
statement earned by the official 
SPA news agency 

The ruler of die oil power¬ 
house had announced the 
amnesty on April 3, granting 
foreign workers a tin e e-month 
grace period to regularise their 
resi d ency or 1 eave S audi Arabi a 
to avoid being jailed., fined or 
placed on a blacklist. 

Security forces will launch a 
wide-reaching campaign across 
the kingdom to -crack down on 


illegal foreign workers once the 
amnesty has expired, the inte¬ 
rior ministry warned. 

Tire embassies of Asian 
countries from which most of 
the workers hail welcomed the 
extension. 

India's embassy in Riyadh 
described the extension as a 
"humanitarian" gesture, urging 
its citizens in die kingdom "to 
fully utilise tire grace penod ef¬ 
fectively". 

According to tire lab our min¬ 
istry more than I 5 million ille¬ 
gal foreign workers have come 
forward so far. Of these, some 
130,000 have left the kingdom 
in addition to more than 
200,000 unregistered workers 
expelled at the start of tire year 
under new regulations to stamp 
out illegal immigration

Amy Winehouse exhibition 
shows girl behind the star 



LONDON (AFP) - It is Amy 
Winehouse, hut not as we 
know her. The mass of dark 
hair, steady gaze and full lips 
are instantly recognisable, but 
there is no hint o f the scrawny, 
tattooed addict she would later 
become. 

Intimate family photo¬ 
graphs, displayed for the first 
time in anew exhibition open¬ 
ing m London an Wednesday, 
offer a heartbreaking glimpse 
of the fresh-faced Jewish girl 
who grew up to become one of 
Britain most famous soul 
singers. 

Two years after she died 
aged just 27, Winehouse's 
older brother Alex has put to¬ 
gether a collection of pictures, 
clothes and memorabilia to re¬ 
member Ins sister as she was 
before drink and drugs 
brought her low 

He has written a heartfelt 
caption alongside each item, 
remembering the Snoopy 
books they loved as children, 
the first guitar that he and 
Winehouse shared — “possibly 
the worst musical instrument 
ever made" --and the jazz al¬ 
bums she borrowed from him 

The result is a p am frilly 
touching portrait of a woman 
who won six Grammys -- five 
for the 2D0fj album "Back to 
Black" and one awarded 
posthumously for a duet with 
Tony Bennett -- but could not 
defeat her inner demons. 

After years of drug and al¬ 
cohol addiction, Winehouse 
was found dead at her London 
flat on July 23, 2011 after suf¬ 


fering accidental alcohol poi¬ 
soning 

There is no mention of tins 
in the exhibition, which delib¬ 
erately focuses on tire good 
times. 

Tire exhibition is being held 
at die Jewish Museum m Cam¬ 
den, a venue that reflects 
Winehouse's cultural identity 
and is also near to where she 
lived and died

On Monday Gerrans, who 
won Ins maiden Tour de Fiance 
stage in 2fl DS, grabbed Ins sec¬ 
ond career win on the race to 
hand Ins Qnca-GreenEdge 
team their maiden Tour win 
It got the proverbial monkey 
o ff hi s te am's b ack a y ear after 
their race debut in 2012 ended 
with 1 o ts o f enc ourag ement but 
no stage wins. 

But few expected Orica to 
make it two in a row 

On Tuesday the Aussies kept 
th e mo men turn go mg with vi c - 
toiy in the fourth stage team 
time trial over 25 km around 
Nice To top it off, Gerrans 
took possession of the fabled 
yellow jersey 

While Gerrans had caused 
minor shock an Monday by 


throwing his wheel over the 
line ahead of Slovakian splint 
specialist Peter Sagan, team 
spoiling director Matt White 
was even more surprised by 
Tuesday's winning perform¬ 
ance. 

"We'Ve won more than 50 
races since our inception... but 
yesterday (Monday) was obvi¬ 
ously the biggest, win for the 
team. Td win today, to put 
Simon (Gerrans) into the yel¬ 
low jersey, we didn't really ex 
p ect it 

On a mainly flat course 
suited to teams with powerful 
riders Orica pushed Omega- 
Pharma into second place by 
just one second with Sky and 
Team Saxo in tlnrd and fourth 
at three and nine seconds adrift 
respectively. 

Of the big hitters, Cadei 
Evans was one of the principal 
casualties 

His BMC team finished 
ninth at 26sec behind Cnca to 
leave him with a 23sec deficit 
to race favourite Chris Froome 


and a 17sec deficit to 
former two-tune winner 
Alberto Contador. 

Evans, who usually 
speaks out in defence of 
Ins teammates, was less 
charitable this time 
"You look to gam 
every second you can at 
tins stage m the Tour 
and losing a lot of sec¬ 
onds certainly isn't what 
I hoped for today and 
isn't what I expected," 
said the 36 year old. 

"But well have to go 
back and have an analy¬ 
sis and look at why and 
go on from here The 
simple analysis is that 
we weren't fast 
enough." 

Although Evans re¬ 
mains a threat to 
Froome and Contador, 
for the moment the 
race's fabled prize is on 
the shoulders of Ger¬ 
rans, who along with 
Evans is one of Australia's 
leading cyclists of their gener¬ 
ation. 

The 33-year-old is the only 
Australian to wm stages m all 
three Grand Tours, has two vic¬ 
tories from the Tour Down 
Under, won the 2012 Milan- 
San Remo as well as the 2009 
GP Quest-France Plouay and 
2012 Grand Rnx Quebec. 

He has also achieved 
podium finishes in prestigious 
one-day classics like the Cla- 
sica San Sebastian and Amstel 
Gold Race. 

Gerrans says part of the 
credit should go tD Anderson. 

"Phil Anderson introduced 
me to cycling, he was my first 
coach and lent me a bike to get 
st ail e d m c omp eti live cy clin g, “ 
explained Gerrans 

“So it's pretty special now to 
followm lus footsteps.

Formula One: Pirelli 
'to strengthen tyres' 
tor Nurburgring 


LONDON (AFP) - Pirelli is to 
strengthen its tyres for the Ger¬ 
man Grand Pnx after a senes 
of dangerous blow-outs at Sil- 
verstone led to calls for urgent 
action, the Italian manufac¬ 
turer announced on Tuesday 

Safety concerns were ex¬ 
pressed after Sunday's British 
Grand Pnx when Lewis 
Hamilton of Mercedes, Jean- 
Eri c Vergne of Toro Rosso and 
Sergio Perez of McLaren all 
suffered blow-outs. 

In response, Pirelli said drey 
would make the real' tyres' in¬ 
ternal belt with the high- 
strength synthetic fibre Kevlar 
instead of the usual steel to re¬ 
duce temperatures and the risk 
of punctures. 

Formula One teams, Pirelli 
and motor sport's world gov¬ 


erning body, die International 
Automobile Federation (FIA), 
will meet to discuss die matter 
at Nurburgring on Wednesday 
Only the rear tyres will be 
changed for Sunday's race, al¬ 
though a complete change will 
be introduced for die Hungar¬ 
ian Grand Prtx on July 23 
using die 2012 tyre design 
In a statement, Pirelli said 
that after "exhaustive analysis" 
they had concluded die blow¬ 
outs at Silv erst Dn e were 

caused by a numb er o f factors 
Pirelli also insisted in their 
statement: ' .the 2D 13 tyre 
range does not compromise 
driver safety in any way if 
used m die correct manner, and 
that it meets all the safety stan¬ 
dards requested by the FI A. 
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Golfs USPGA adopts ban on 
anchored putting stroke 



PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
(AFP) - The US PGA Tour 
said Monday it would adopt a 
ban on the use of anchored 
putters, which players have 
controversially used to win 
four of the last seven major 
championships 

The Tour's policy hoard 
passed a resolution making an¬ 
chored putters illegal begin¬ 
ning in 2016 

Explaining the decision to 
go ahead with the ban, PGA 
Tour commissioner Tim 
Fmchem said "In making its 
decisiaa the policy ho aid rec¬ 
ognized that there are still 
varying opinions among our 
membership, but ultimately 
concluded that while it is an 
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important issue, a ban on an¬ 
chored strokes would not. fun¬ 
damentally affect a strong 
presentation of our competi¬ 
tions or tlie overall success of 
the PGA Tour 

The PGA Tour initially op¬ 
posed the ban, raising the 
specter of a damaging division 
in golf with different rules 
being applied on different con¬ 
tinents. 

Hie putters have been in the 
spotlight since b emg used by a 
clutch of players to win major 
championships, including 
Adam Scott, who used a 
broom-handle putter to win 
the Masters in April 

Hie putting stroke involves 


fixing the handle of the putter 
to a point on the body -- usu¬ 
ally the stomach or chest. 

Anchored putting at top 
tournaments dates back to the 
1930 s when Bernhard Langer 
adopted it to combat Ins prob¬ 
lems on the greens, but it has 
become more prevalent in re¬ 
cent years. 

Keegan Bradley became the 
first player to win a maj or with 
a long putter at the 2011 PGA 
Championship, and he was 
followed by Webb Simpson at 
the US Open and Ernie Els at 
the British Open last year 

Scott then completed the set 
of major wins for long putters 
by winning at Augusta Na¬ 


tional

outs leader. 

The 41 -year-old left, handed 
Amen can re corde d his 1,958th 
strikeout by fanning Justin 
Morneau for the second out in 
the fifth inning of New York's 
10-4 win over the Minnesota 
Twins. 

It was the second strikeout 
of the night for Pettitte, who 
also fanned Ciete Thomas ear¬ 
lier m the Major League Base¬ 
ball contest. Ford's record had 
stood since 1967. 

Hie milestone strikeout was 
about die only thing that went 


right Monday night for Pettitte 
as he gave up a leadoff home 
run to Chris Farm elee in the 
sixth to give the Twins a 4-3 
lead 

Pettitte was then hailed out 
by relief pitcher Job a Cham¬ 
berlain, who got the wm, and 
the Yankee batters who scored 
three runs in die eighth: 

Hall of Earner Ford spent 
ins entire 16-year career with 
New York, winning six World 
Series champ lonship s and 
playing in the period of great 
Yankee teams in the 19 5 Ds and 
1960s. 

Pettitte has five World Se¬ 
nes rnigs but thrived mainly m 
baseball's so called "steroid 
era". 

Pettitte was one of several 
Yankees named in the Mitchell 
Report, a 21 -month long probe 
into the use of anabolic 
steroids, human growth hor¬ 
mone in American baseball 

Pettitte admitted using 
HGH in 2002 and again in 
2D04 m an affidavit made pub¬ 
lic as part of a hearing before 
the US House Df Representa¬

Lisicki made her second 
Wnnbl e do n semi -ft nal by 
cruising past Kaia Kanepi of 
Estonia, 6-3, 6-3. 

The German 23rd seed now 
tackles Polish fourth seed Ag¬ 
nieszka Radwanska who b at¬ 
tled past Chinese sixth seed Li 
Na, 7-6 (7/5), 4-6, 6-2 

This time last year, Flipkens, 
the 2003 junior champion, was 
ranked a lowly 262 m the 
world after blood clots in her 
left ankle forced her to take 
several months off. 

Lisicki folio wed-up her 
shock defeat of five-time 
champion Serena Williams to 
back her place m her second 
Wimbledon semi-final 

The German also made the 
last-four as a wildcard in 201 k 
three months after her world 
ranking had slumped to 213 as 
she fought her way hack from 
a serious ankle injury which 
left her "needing ta learn to 
walk again" 

Lisicki, who was defeated by 
Maria Sharapova in the semi¬ 
finals two years ago, insisted 
that she felt no pressure com¬ 
ing into Tuesday's match hav¬ 
ing dawned Williams in the 
fourth round 

lt r s also a surface she loves - 
- the German's record at Wim¬ 
bledon stands at 13 wins and 
just four lasses while she is 


only 16-15 at the three other 
Slams. 

Kanepi has now played and 
lost six quarter-finals at the ma¬ 
jors 

Radwanska, the highest seed 
left following the eat of de¬ 
fending champion Williams, 
Victoria Azarenka and Shara¬ 


pova beat Lt in a gripping two - 
hour, 43 minute contest which 
was completed under the Cen¬ 
tre Court roof. 

Radwanska, die runner-up in 
2012, took victory on an eighth 
match point 

The 24-year-old Pale, who 
had gone into the quarter-final 
with a4-6 losing record against 
Li, also overcame an injury 
scare when she needed her
